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EQUIPMENT OF THE BRITISH FOOT SOLDIER. 

Tse cuts here given are taken from the excellent 
report of Lieutenant Commander Goodrich, U. 8. N., 
on the British Naval and Military operations in Egypt 
in 1882 to which we have heretofore referred. They illus 
trate the personal equipment of the British foot soldier 
engaged in the campaign, the numbers of the cuts being 
those attached to them in the original report. Fig. 86 
shows the front of a private in drill order, one pouch 
only. The waistbelt has staples on either side of the 
clasp to which may be buckled the suspension straps 
from the shoulder braces. On this are slipped the ball- 
bag and cartridge pouch. Fig. 87 shows the soft leather 
“valise” without the overcoat. This valise has replaced 
the old-fashioned knapsack, and is worn at the back 
below the waist. This figure also shows the braces, 
which are broad straps passing over each shoulder from 
the opposite upper corner of the valise. It will be ob- 
served that from the ring at the front end of each brace 
are three straps, one going tothe bottom and one to 
the top of the valise, preventing it from flapping. The 
third strap takes the weight of the articles strung on 
the belt. The front and back loads are thus made to 
balance roughly. Another strap can be attached at 
will to each brace by a loop, and is for the purpose of 
carrying the overcoat properly rolled up, between the 
shoulders. 

Figs. 88, 89 and 90 exhibit the foot soldier in heavy 
marching order, front side, and back view. The mess 
equipment is worn on the top of the valise in a water- 
proof cover. While in Egypt the cork belmet was the 
head dress for all corps. The arms and accoutrements 
of each soldier weigh 25 lbs. 70z. ‘The articles worn 
by him 11 Ibs. 2? oz., and the valise and articles car- 
ried in it 20 lbs. 113 oz. 

Practically all the battalions were armed and equip- 
ped alike, the designations “‘light infantry,” “rifles,” 
“Fusiliers,” etc., being distinctions without differences. 
Lieutenant Commander Goodrich says: ‘The waist- 
belt and braces of the foot soldier differ materially 
from those of seamen landed for operations ashore. In 
appearance they seem an unnecessarily complicated 
arrangement of straps and buckles, but upon analysis 
they are found to be a well considered scheme, having 
for its aim the attaching of the weights carried in 
marching, so as to throw the strain upon the shoulders 
and relieve the hips.” 





While referring to the report of Lieutenant Com- 
mander Goodrich, we may say that in it we find some 
statements and remarks concerning the employment 
of sailors and marines on shore which are well worthy 
the attention of our naval authorities. 

The day has gone by for the officers of the ancient 
regime to decry the policy of preparing our blue jackets 
for other service than that of fighting the batteries of a 
broadside frigate. Recent events show that these men 
are a valuable addition to a regular army force, even to 
such an one as England possesses; how much more 
necessary is it for our men-of-war’s men to be properly 
drilled, equipped, and otherwise prepared for duty on 
shore, where they will almost always be without sup- 
port, and acting independently ? How pleasant it must 
have been to Mr. Goodrich to see assembled bodies of 
men from different vessels of the British fleet, of which 
he could say that, in consequence of a uniformity of 
equipment prescribed by the central administration, ‘‘it 
was possible to assemble men from a number of vessels 
into a homogeneous military organization.” This ac- 
count of the organization and equipment of the men 
thus brought together is full and complete; it seems to 
us that they might well be taken asa model upon which 
to frame an organization for our own fleet. We have 
heretofore (in our issue of Sept. 9, 1882,) called atten- 
tion to the necessity for such action, and our opinions 
have only been verified by a perusal of the document 
to which we have referred. 

The question ot uniform for officers has been defin- 
itely settled, after quite a struggle, and it seems to us 
that the time is now come when the uniform and equip- 
ments of the men should be carefully considered and 
some action taken by which absolute uniformity may 
be secured. 

The shore organization for every ship should be de- 
cided upon at the Navy Department; it seems to us as 
perfectly practicuble as to have the watch, quarter, and 
station bills prepared in Washington. All the articles 
extra to the ordinary dress of the men on shipboard 
should be provided by the Government, and no man 
should be required to pay for his leggings or havelock. 
The continually increasing number of the graduates of 
the training service on board the regular cruisers will 
render the task of selecting efficient non-commissioned 
officers more easy than it has been in the past, and the 
time cannot be very far distant when there will be no 





difficulty in assigning any man on board ship for duty 
in the shore party: a difficulty which in the past has 
been largely met with, owing to the love of Jack Tar 
for ‘‘ the enemy he puts within his mouth to steal away 
his brains.” 

We look confidently forward to an order of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy in the not far distant future, for the 
assembling of a board to take into consideration this 
question, and to provide such an organization as shall 
be complete and homogeneous; and which shall be 
fully and completely equipped for actual service ashore, 
with all unnecessary articles thrown aside. The ideal 
equipment and uniform for both officers and men is 
that which will require the least change from the super- 
fluous articles of peace to the requisites demanded 
in war. 





THE PANAMA CANAL. 


A wavat Officer, recently from a long cruise in the 
West Indies, gives the New York Graphic some inter- 
esting chat about the Panama canal operations as seen 
at Aspinwall. Property of all kinds is held at high 
figures; provisions are exorbitant; the army of laborers 
as well as the large staff of the canal company make 
that inevitable. The harbor scenes are full of bustle 
and activity. From the outer harbor or basin which 
the company are constructing 25 blasting detonations 
per day can be heard on the average. There are nine 
steam dredges at work, tugs dart here and there, and 
steamers arrive regularly with laborers from Italy, 
South America, or the Caribbean Islands. Natives and 
Chinese are also largely employed. The mortality is 
very great, but of course that fact is disguised as much 
as possible. The utmost extravagance scems to prevail. 
Ice is $95 per ton, against $20 at St. Thomas. With 
the exception of afew leading engineers and adminis- 
trative officers of the first grades, the Europeans in 
charge, Frenchmen and Italians, with a few English 
and some Californian Americans, are a sad and scampish 
set—the very riffraff of European commercial and 
speculative adventurers. 

The Boston Herald also publishes a letter from the 
Isthmus, which furnishes facts which would seem to 
show that M. de Lesseps will need for the completion 
of his work a much larger amount of money than was 
at first contemplated.

THE SWAIM COURT OF INQUIRY. 


Tue record of the Court of Inquiry in the case of 
Brigadier-Geveral David D. Swaim, Judge Advocate 
General of the Army, was made public on Monday.

“due bill,” a copy of which is appended to this record as 
exhibit L. This due bill appears to have been an acknowl- 
edgment of the indebtedness of Bateman & Co. to General 
Swaim on account of the deposit with them of the $5,000 re- 


j paid by Mr. Brown. 


During and after Mr. Brown’s connection with the firm of 
Bateman & Co, General Sweim bought and sold stocks and 
margins through its agency, the usual accounts being kept 
by the firm. During all his dealings with Bateman & Co. 
General Swaim kept but one account with them, which in- 
cluded all the stock transactions and such other monetary 
dealings as he held with them. 

Disagreements about accounts, or a failure on the part of 
General Swaim to understand them, occurred, and on sev- 
eral occasions the bank settlements were furnished him and 
offers made to explain such ifems as he did not understand. 
In November, 1883, a consolidated statement of his accounts 
was furnished to General Swaim by the bank, showing a 
balance in his favor of $33.89. Gen. Swaim caused statements 
of his accounts with the bank to be prepared, but as these 
omitted some transactions they were incomplete. A Mr. Terry, 
professing to be an expert accountant, was sent with one of 
these statements (prepared by himself) to the bank by Gen. 
Swaim to get some explanation and to complete the state- 
ment by reference to the books. The books were shown 
him, and all the information asked for at the bank was 
given. 

In the consolidated statement furnished by Bateman & Co. 
to General Swaim he is credited under date of July 20, 1882, 
with the $5,000 deposited by Mr. Brown on leaving the 
firm. As against this and other credits, General Swaim is 
charged with checks drawn upon the bank and debts arising 
from his stock operations, &c. 

About February 15, 1884, Gen. Swaim assigned the due 
bill by indorsement to Bright, Humphrey & Co., builders, 
to collect and credit to him on his account with them. Mr. 
Humpbrey testified that General Swaim told him tw collect 
whatever was due on the due bill and credit him whatever 
the amount bt be. Mr. Beall, the cashier of Bateman 
& Co., testified that Mr. Humphrey presented the due bill to 
bim as representative of the firm and demanded payment of 
the nominal face value, Lp ee oe and iaterest. Bateman & 
Co. refused payment and thereupon General Swaim directed 
Bright Humpbrey & Co. to bring suit, he promsing to de- 
fray the expenses of the litigation. Suit was brought for 
$5,000 with interest and costs. 

Gen. Swaim maintains that he only brought that suit to 

determine the difference of a few hundred dollars between 
him and Bateman & Co., but that statement does not appear 
to have been known to Mr. Bateman until after he had pre- 
ferred charges against General Swaim. 
On - 16, the day upon which the suit had been insti- 
tuted, Mr. Bateman Do gems voy his charges against General 
Swaim and furnished copies of them to the public press. 
On the next day, these charges having appeared in the 
Dewspapers, Mr. M. M. Parker, who appears as the friend 
of both parties to the controversy, brought them together 
at his office for the purpose of reconciling and arranging 
their difficulties. The meeting resulted in an understand- 
ing. the record evidence of which appears in the guaranty 
of Gen. Swaim for the surrender of the due bill to Mr. Par- 
ker and the agreement of Gen. Swaim and Mr. Bateman to 
submit their business differences to the arbitration of Mr. 
Benjamin Butterworth. In the conversation leading to 
these arrangements reference was made only to so much of 
Mr. Bateman’s charges as related to the due bill and suit. 
Mr. Bateman denies that the due bill was to be submitted 
to arbitration, but both Gen. Swaim and Mr. Parker testify 
that such was their understanding of the agreement. The 
agreement having been made, Mr. Bateman addressed his 
second letter to the Secretary of War, withdrawing his 
charges and conceding that they had been made whilejunder a 
misapprehension of facts. The Secretary of War, however, 
onthe 18th of April transmitted both of Mr. Bateman's 
letters to Gen. Swaim with an indorsement calling for a re- 
port or explanation upon the subject. Gen. 8 "8 reply 
was returned the same day. 

After the publication of General Swaim’s reply to the 
Secretary of War, Mr. Bateman, in a personal interview 
with Gen. Swaim, charged that the reply was untiue, and 
declared that it bad put an end to the agrement between 
them. Meanwhile the Secretary of War, not being satisfied 
with Gen. Swaim’s ex: ion, the matter to the 
President, recommending a court of inquiry. 

In addition to the charge of fraud in the matter of the 
due bill, Mr. Bateman in bis letter of April 16 accuses Gen. 
Swaim of assistingjin the negotiation with his firm of Army 
pay vouchers which he knew to be fraudulent. The facts, 
as shown by the evidence, are that Col. A. T. Morrow, at 
that time an aide-de-camp to the Geueral, now Lieut.-Col, 
, went toGen. Swaim’s office, accompanied by 
Major D. B. McKibben, U. 8. A., retired, and stated to him 
that he was deeply in debt and wished to borrow from Gen. 
y vouchers and other securities.

THE GENERAL DEFICIENCY BILL. 


Tur General Deficiency appropriation bill was re- 
ported to the House of Representatives from the Appropri- 
ation Committee on Saturday last. A total amount of 
$6,729,594.59 is recommended in the bili, Leing $7,598,. 
789.95 less than asked for by the heads of the various exe- 
cutive departments. The following provisions of interest to 
the Army and Navy appear in the bill: 

Quartermaster’s Department: For extra-duty pay to en- 
listed men employed s clerks and messengers zt Division, 
Department and District headquarters, (157 clerks and 69 
messengers), $25,093.75; for rent of Fort Brown Reserva- 
tion, $21,694. Pay Department: That so much of the un- 
expended balance of the appropriition for pay of the Army 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1883, as may be required, 
not to exceed $275,000, is hereby reappropriated and made 
available to supply a deficiency ‘nm the appropriation for pay 
of the Army for the fiscil year ending Juue 30, 1884; to re- 
imburse Mrs. D. O. Smith, widow of D. C. Smith, late Asst, 
Paymaster, U. 8. A., for money paid by her on account of 
indebtedness —- against her late husband, $291. Medi- 
cal Department : For the purpose of medical and hospital 
supplies, expenses of purveyiug depots, pay of employees, 
medical care and treatment of officers and enlisted men of 
the Army on duty at posts and stations for which no other 
provision is made, and for other miscellaneous expenses, 
$322. Signal Service: For forage and straw, $1,944.40; for 
interment of officers and men, $400; for apprehension of 
deserters, $60; for commutation of quarters and pay for 
fourteen men detailed from other organizations for Arctic 
service, $6,528; for additional pay to officers for length of 
service, $2,512.50; to pay John Murdoch and Middleton 
Smith, enlisted men, who served with the expedition to 
Point Barrow, $936; for continuing the work of scivatific 
observations at Point Barrow, Alaska, $1,786.67. 

For Marine Corps : Hire of quarters, $4,500; for pay, mis- 
cellaneous, $48,645; for pay of Marine Corps, $104.16; for 
payment of actual expenses and salary of civil commis- 
sioner, $2,500. Farragut Prize Money: To pay difference 
between the amount of bounty heretofore distributed and 
tbat due under the decree of Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia, May 1, 1873, $143,644.47, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary. 

Under the head of ‘‘ Claims Allowed by the Third Auditor 
and Second Comptroller” the following appropriations are 
made: For regular supplies, Quartermaster’s Department, 
1881 and prior years, $5,681; for incidental expenses, Quar 
termaster’s Department, for same year, $13,023; for commu- 
tation of rations to prisoners of war in rebel States prior to 
July 1, 1881, $16,864; for contingencies on fortifications, 
$93.87 ; for horses and other property lost in military ser- 
vice prior to July 1, 1881, $125,700.87. . 

Various other claims allowed by the accounting officers of 
the Treasury are provided for as follows: For enlistment 
bounties to seamen, prior to July 1, 1881, $2,300; for com- 
mutation of rations to prisoners of war in rebel States, prior 
to July 1, 1881, $6,358.25. - 

New legislation is contained in the bill as follows : 


That the act passed May 31, A. D. 1880, entitled “An act making 
appropriations for a deficiency in the appropriations for the pay- 
ment of pensions for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1550, and for 
other purposes,”’ shall be construed as having given to the 
United States Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries to July], 
1884, but no longer, the same authority in regard to allowances 
for subsistence to officers and men of the Navy serving in the 
operations of the United States Commissioner of Fish and Fisb- 
eries as is given to the Secretary ot the Treasury iu regard to 
service of am and men of the Navy in the Coast Survey by 
sec, 4688 of the Kevised Statutes of the United States. 


The bill also outlaws claims not filed within one year from 
its passage, or within five years from the time they accrued, 
with certain specified exceptions. It also provides that : 


The Secretary of the Treasury shall, at the commencement of 
each session of Congress, report the amount dus each claimant 
whose claim has been allowed in whole or in part to the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, whoshall lay the same before 
the House for consideration. And hereafter a]1 estimates of ap- 
propriations and estimates of deficiencies in appropriations = 
tended for the consideration and seeking the action of any ot t 1 
committees of Congress shall be transmitted to Congress chrene’ 
the Secretary ot the Treasury, and in no other manner; and — 
said Secretary shall first cause the same to be properly cnseites ’ 
compiled, and printed, under the supervision of the chief of = 
division of warrants, estimates, and appropriations of his Dep 
ment.

He has 
more influence for good over the Apaches than all the other 
Indian agents in the Jnited States put together. I believe 
that the allegation affecting his conduct will be absolutely 
disproved. Indeed, I understand that the agent corfesses 
that what Captain Crawford did was always the best for the 
Indians. The trouble is that the management of the War 
Department is often put in contrast with that of the Interior 
—to the advantage of the latter.” Of reforms introduced 
by General Crook in the matter of treating the San Carlos 
Indians, Chaplain Roberts said: ‘‘He has introduced the 
system of trial by jury among them. As it is, the courts 
have no jurisdiction over the Indians, and agents were wont 
to punish arbitrarily any delinquency that might be discov- 
ered on the reservation. One mode of punishment generally 
adopted was by stopping rations and supplies. On these 
juries the Indians can choose from among themselves those 
who are to serve. The accused can peremptorily challenge 
any juror. Oaptain Crawford presides as ex officio foreman. 
He does this to prevent abuses. The only trouble that he 
finds is to suppress an unaccountable disposition on the part

The Brooklyn Fagle, dated Cape Town, Africa, April 12, reports 
that an immense mai! was received on board at Cape Town, as 
there had been but one opportunity for forwarding mail since 
the Brooklyn left Cape Town last November, and in this mail the 
Commander-in-Chief received a telegram from the Hon. Secre- 
—¢ the Navy, informing him that the President bad, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, promoted him to the 
grade of Rear Admiral in the Navy, to date from March 1, 1884 
At colors the next day, March 17, the Admiral’s flag was hoisted 
at the mizzen, and, in accordance with the Navy regulations, a 
salute of thirteen gune fired. The battery at the Castle also sa- 
luted the admiral’s flag immediately afterwards. The next day 
H. B. M. 8. Zcame into the harbor and saluted the admiral 
with thirteen guns, This was a very complimentary act of cour- 
tesy, as the Opal came round from Simon's Toyp, the British 
Naval Station of the Cape, for this special purpo™. The usual 
visite were exchanged between the Admiral, Captain Weaver and 
Captain Brooke, commanding the Opal. Naval Cadet R. B. Hig- 
givs was detached on March 19, and ordered to proceed to the 
Naval Academy for final examination. At 1 P.M. Thuraday, 
March 20, the Commander-in-Chief and porsonal staff made an 
official visit to the Administrator, Lieut. Gen. the Hon. Sir 
Leicester Smyth, at the Government House. A salute of 13 guns 
was fired irem the Castle. A company of the 58th Regiment, un- 
der Captains Compton and Jopp, were at the central wh rf as 
guard of hovor. The band of the 58th Regiment, under Rand- 
master Moran, was aleo present and played “ Hail Columbia” 
when the Admiral stepped out of the boat. The boilers needed 
scaling, and during our stay the Engineer's Department removed 
six tons of scale from them and overhauled the valves and ma- 
chivery. Advantage was taken of this opportunity for giving al) 
hauds general liberty, and none were deprived of the privilege of 
having a little recreation. The ship was thronged with visitors 
especially on Sunday afternoons, and the people generally ex- 
tended the most cordial hospitality to all. Lieut. Gen. the Hon. 
Sir Leicester and Lady Smyth were at home at “The Vineyard” at 
Newlands, where they entertained the Admiral and his personal 
staff at luncheon, and also Ciptain Weaver and two officers of 
the ship at dinner, which they enjoyed very much. The officers 
of the Royal Artillery at the Castle and the 58th Regiment of the 
line were very courteous, and frequently visited the officers of 
the ship, who in turn were always beartily welcomed at the regi 
mental mess. Visits were interchanged between the Admiral 
and the Governor of Cape Colony, Sir He:cules Robinson, who 
had arrived meantime. The Dutch unarmored cruiser Afjeh 
came into port, and the officers of the Brooklyn attended an en- 
tertainment given in her honor by the Dutch Consul, Mr. My- 
burgh. A reception was given on board tbe Bret. Monday, 
April 7, from 2to5p.m. The deck was very prettily decorated 
with an effective arrangement of fisgs and bunting to line tue 
awnings and curtain the rail, the guns were set off by bouquets 
of flowers, and the cabins arranged for the reception of the 
guests. The ward-room and steerage were set apart for refresb- 
ments, for which purpose the services of the celebrated caterer, 
M. Wronksky, of the Parliament Cafe, were called into requisi- 
tion to assiat the regular servants, with highly eratifying re- 
sults, The band occupied the port gangway and contributed a 
great deal to the enjoyment of the guests by their excellent mu- 
sic. Our boats were sent to the Clock Tower wharf and brought 
the guests off to the ship as they came down; and the reception 
committee received and conducted them to the cabins after pre- 
senting them to the Admiral and Mrs, Siler, the wife of the U. 8. 
Consul, who had kindly consented to receive. The appearance of 
the Marines on board the Brook/yn was bighly complimented by 
Lieut. Gen. Smyth, who attended.

He was em- 
ployed wasbiog over the quarter, using a boatswaiju’s cbair asa 
support. The lanyard of the chair was attached to the seat by 
passing the ends through auger holes and knotting them under- 
neath. One of the knots drew through its hole, leaving one end 
upsupported and dropping Brown into the water. The ship, 
which was under steam alone, and going at the rate of 8's to 9 
knots, was promptly stopped and backed, the engines answering 
the bell signals very promptiy. The life buoy was dropped near 
the man, and two lifeboats were in the water certainly inside uf 
two minutes and pulling towards the buoy. An officer and two 
men in the mizzentop saw Brown swimming, apparently witn 
ease, towards the buoy, and followed him until within a few feet 
of it; indeed, the men thought and reported that he had reached 
it. The officer, however, thiuks that he sank within about ten 
feet of it. Tuis unforturate accident occurred at 9.45 a. M. on 
May 1, abreast the Island of Aichan, near the entrance to Hong 
Kong Harbor. Ensigns J. H. L. Holcombe and A. Gleaves bad 
charge vi the lifeboats, and both deserve great credit for the skil- 
ful manner in which they were lowered and handled. Some 
slight repairs to the machinery of the 7yrenton were necessary, 
butit was expected they would be completed by May 10, and they 
would sail on that day for Nagasaki.

A GOOD NIGHT'S WORK. 


Tue efficiency and value of Revenue Cutters in scenes of 
peril and emergencies, requiring prompt action and good 
judgment, has had anotner practical and valuable demon- 
stration at Charleston, 8. C., during the disastrous con- 
——— which occurred on the early morning of the 27th 
of May. 

The Revenue Cutter Mc Culloch, commanded by Captain 
D. B. Hodgsdon, was lyiog at anchor abreast of the wharf 
where the fire originated, but with no fires under the boiler. 
Tbe officer of the deck, close upon midnight, was startled 
by 2 sudden gleam of light flashing athwart the cuttcr’s 
deck, and, simultaneously, the fire alarm boomed forth its 
warning over the silent city. One glance sufficed for the 
officer to realize that an extensive and wide-reaching calam- 
ity was on the tapis. In an instant he had aroused the com- 
manding officer and entire ship’s company, and practical 
steps were at once taken to render assixrtance. Captain 
Hodgsdon ordered steam and, at the same time, directed the 
boats, with active crews, under the guidance of officers, to 
proceed at once to the scene of the disaster, while he super- 
intended the movements of the vessel. In forty-eight min- 
utes steam was reported ready, with every appliance in posi- 
tion to euccor any unfortuuate vessel in peril. 

In the meavwhile, the boat's crews had not been idle. The 
American schooner Mary EF. Long had occupied a berth 
across the head of the burning dock, and in close proximity 
to a steamer already wrapt in flames. Wheu the officer, with 
his men, leaped over the rail, he found all the mooring lines 
adrift, and an eddy tide sweeping the schooner into the fire. 
The head sails were ablaze, while tongues of flame licked

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not hesitate or falter. One party was directed to draw water 
onthe exposed quarter, another fought the fire forward, 
while a third rapidly and dexterously rau a line astern, and 
all the available force concentrated upon the The 
Mary E. Long was, probably, never in greater peril, but 
thanks to prompt and energetic action, coupled with good 
judgment, she was rescued from destruction, and anchored 
in a safe position. The master pressed the hands of the 
officer, saying, ina voice hueky with emotion, ‘ You have 
saved my vessel, sir,” which compliment was hastily ac- 
knowledged, as the officer swung himself into his boat and 
returned to the scene of desolation. 

Two large schooners were moored to the wharf, and to 
leeward of the billows of flame which had gained tremen- 
doua headway, owing to the large amount of inflimmable 
material io and about the premises. 

The American schooner A. H. Howe was hard and fast 
aground, the flying jib wae in flames, and her doom appar- 
ently sealed. The master and crew were working franti- 
cally, and hailed with delight the appearance of the well- 
organized and disciplined force, who proceeded to act, with- 
out loss of time or confusion. Lines were run, capstan and 
tackles brought into use, hose rigged, and a bucket brigade 
organized to fight the fire at threatened poiats. The vessel 
was forced astern, sail made, and the prize, so gallantly 
won, glided beyond the power of the fiery fiend. 

The American schooner Maggie J. Lawrence had a simi- 
lar experience. When boarded by the cutter’s force the 
situation seemed desperate in theextreme. No tugs were 
available, but, under the cool direction of the officer in 
ry of the working party, the vessel was soor iu mution, 
and beyond the possibility of harm. 

Good work was also rendered on the wharf, and amid 
clouds of blinding smoke, showers of burning cinders, and 
tiery debris of falling sheds, the agile, stout-hearted seamen 
of the McCulloch rolled bale after bale of hay into the water, 
and robbed the flames of much valuable material. 

When steam had been reported on board the cutter, there 
was no work left for herto do. Everything had been ac- 
complished from the water front that was possible, and the 
firemen had the flames under control. Over $53,000 worth 
of property was saved by the exertions of the cutter’s offi 
cers and crew, which may be safely scored down as a solid 
fact and triumph, anda good night's work for the credit 
side of the U. 8S. Revenue Cutter Service. 

Forthe prompt, practical, and substantial aid rendered 
under decidedly adverse circumstances, Captain Hodg-don 
and his command deserve the thanks and hearty commen- 
dations or the eutire community. 

One steamer, the Pilot Boy, and warehouses and wharf 
were destroyed, involving a loss of over $100,000 Happily, 
no lives were lost. In Novcr.

THE WOODBRIDGE WIRE GUN. 


Tae London Jron says: ‘‘The Otis Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, of Cleveland, Ohio, has a contract with the American 
Government for furnishing for its use steel wire, or mate- 
rial from which it will be drawn, for a new style of heavy 
gun, invented by Dr. Woodbridge. This gun will have a 10- 
inch bore, and be from 24 to 25 feet in length, consisting of 
a steel cylinder surrounded by 12 hammered ateel 
inches in diameter and reaching the entire length of tLe 
guo. These will stand the longitudinal strain, Round these 
steel bars the wire is wrapped, Ordinaiily, one would su 
pose that the interior coils of the wire would have to with- 
stand the strain. This, however, is provided for. The part 
of the Otis Iron and Steel Works is to manufacture steel 
billets of the finest quality of metal, according to the Gov- 
enment’s specifications. These are rent to Toronto to be 
drawn into wire two-tentbs of an inch cross section without 
annealing. This will resist a strain of from 180,000 to 190,- 
000 Ib. to the square iuch. The wire, while under ten- 
sion, is wrapped round the bare, which have been placep 
round the steel cylinder of the gua. ‘Thirty thousand of 
these billcts will be manufactured, a part of which will be 
used on a heavy gua to be made atthe South Boston Iron, 
wo! ks, in which a cast iron cylinder will be reinforced near 
the breech by steel wire. We shall look with interest to the 
trials of this gun, which give promise of resulting in the 
longitudinal corrugation of the steel tube at points between 
the steel rods.”

WANTED—A SCHOOL OF COOKERY. 


Tue report of the Naval Ration Board, which we 
gave in full last week, will doubtless meet with favor 
from those most interested, viz., the enlisted men. The 
addition of bacon, sausage, compressed beef and dried 
fish to the present allowance, and the occasional 
presence of other canned meats than Jack's favorite 
aversion soup and duily, will no doubt be gladly wel- 
comed, to say nothing of the prospect of fresh mutton, 
pork or fish, with a liberal amount of potatoes and 
Onivns, 

The question of methods of packing has received 
deserved attention, and the substitution of canned 
meats, etc., fur the bulky salt horse and salt junk isa 
step in the right direction. A glance at the plans of the 
néw cruisers will show how limited is the space for the 


stowage of provisions in comparison with the old ships; 
hence the necessity for making the bulk as little as 
possible. 


It will also be a source of satisfaction to the service at 
large that the position of ship's cook is to receive 
greater attention than heretofore.

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REGIMENTAL BANDS. 


Tus subject of regimental bands is one which we 
bave heretofore discussed, and we refer to it again for 
the reason that a correspondent asks us two questions : 
“What is your opinion of the present system of con- 
ducting and maintaining regimental bands?” and 
“What is your opinion of the Secretary of War's de- 
dsion made last year discouraging the employment of 
regimental bands for entertainments or other purposes 
not connected with their duties in the military service, 
sod holding that they should not be brought into com- 
petition with local bands; that as Army bands are 
lsgely supported from the proceeds of savings from 
the rations of troops, any musical performances beyond 
those required at military parades and other duties 
should be for the entertainment of the garrison?” 

Asaplain question deserves a plain answer we may 
briefly reply to the first inquiry that we have not a very 
high opinion of the present system of conducting, or 
nther of raising and maintaining the bands. A poor 
band many hold is worse than no band at all; and at 
the present rate of pay allowed, and the uncertainty as 
io permission being granted to accept of outside and 
geaerally rewunerative engagements, it is difficult to 
perceive how skilled Army bandsmen of good charac- 
ter can be obtained. 

Occasionally, a wandering musician, out of work, 
runs across @ regimental headquarters and enlists, but 
when the busy season commences he contemplates his 
pay and allowances, findsthem by no means encourag- 
ing, and most likely disappears. Then bandsmen are 
often sent to regiments from the recruiting depots, 
whose knowledge of music is so limited that it may be 
months and years before they are able to take their 
proper place. 

This suggests the idea that a rigid preliminary exami- 
nation should be made of all men presenting themselves 
for enlistment as band musicians. ‘Che small number 
allowed for bands permits of no time to teach the rudi- 
ments of music. All that a bandmaster can do, or 
should be expected to do, is to train his band to play 
together and keep them well in hand for the work 
required of them. We are aware that a portion of the 
regimental fund is devoted to extra compensation for 
the members of the band, but this is a fluctuating 
allowance, liable at any moment to be cut down, ac- 
cording to the state of the regimental exchequer, and 
inminy other respects is uasatisfactory. Our opinion 
is, therefore, that the Government should allow to each 
regiment a band, respectable in numbers, well and 
handsomely clothed, and adequately paid, so that 
there need be no necessity to encumber the rolls with a 
lot of worthless sticks. 

Anarmy without music, though not quite so badly 
off as an army without a musket, would be but a sorry 
thing. This is especially true in time of war. Nothing 
cheeis the men to action like the inspiriting strains of a 
well-trained and powerful band. If the compensation 
issufficiently liberal, there will be no difficulty in ob- 
taining and, what is equally important, keeping first- 
class musicians. 

As to the second proposition, the Secretary of War's 
detision, we imagine, hinges largely on the question 
of remuneration. Should that be sufficient, we then 
‘ay let there be no outside engagemeuts of any descrip- 
tion whatever, but let the duties of the band be kept 
arictly within the sphere of legitimate military duty. 
A bandsman is an enlisted soldier, and that fact should 
ever be borne in mind, as discipline in a band is, in a 
measure, as important asin a company. For that reas- 
on We do not favorthe practice of outside engagements, 
holding that, to some extent, they relax the disciplinary 
straints, so essential to the military profession, and 
pe hot entirely in harmony with the dignity of the 
Military Service. But let the emoluments of our Army 
bandemen be made what they ought to be, and then we 
Tellérate, permit no outside work whatever, under any 
Creamstances, but let duty in the band be performed 
8 éitictly as it is in the ranks: should any chafe 
under it, there will be no difficulty in finding others 
competent to replace them.

Ox Friday last Lieutenant Zalinski, who has 
charge of the experiments with the 2-inch dy- 
namite or compressed air gun, at Fort Hamil- 
ton, made the first attempt to test the gun with 
the explosive for which it is intended. In order to as- 
certain whether any additional air cushioning was 
needed, the projectiles were first charged with a small 
quantity of dynamite at the base of the shell, and in 
front of it—a packing of sand being interposed between 
the two, the dynamite being in small boxes which filled 
the shellin cross sections. The point of the shell car 
tied a fulminate of mercury cap or primer. The first 
series of cartridges were placed ten feet from the breech 
of the gun and fired at 300, 400 and 500 lbs. pressure. 
The next series were placed at 5 ft. from the breech and 
were fired with 300, 400 and 500 Ibs. pressure ; the third 
at two feet from the breech, and fired at same pressure, 
and, finally, a series were placed at the breech and 
fired at the same pressures. Then a shell loaded entirely 
with dynamite was fired. at 500 lbs. pressure at from 
10, 5, 2.and 0 ft. from breech, all going successfully 
striking the water or rocks; all of these shells exploded, 
but one. Tuesday last Lieut. Zalinski fired the 4-inch 
gun in the same way, stariing the shell at 4 ft. from 
breech, there being about that difference in air cushion- 
ing of the 2, and 4~inch gun. After this the firing was 
2 ft. from breech and. finally a¢ the breech. In each 
case the pressure was about 500 lbs. Before cach fire 
with ashell containing dynamite, a blank shell (loaded 
with sand) was fired to get the elevation for the particu- 
lar conditions. Finally, a shell weighing in all 36 lbs. 
—containing 14 lbs. of dynamite—was fired with 500 
lbs. pressure. It reached the opposite shore, exploded 
and made a very large hole in the ground. All the dy- 

namite used was the Repanno Co’s. dynamite, 75 per 

cent. The experiments were resumed on Thursday of 

this week. 














As the geologists fix a limit to the future production 
of the coal fields, it is comforting to know that the 
chemists are developing atheory that petroleum, the 
fuel of the poor, is in continuous process of formation. 
In arecent lecture on petroleum, Sir Lyon Playfair 
stated that the detection of hydrocaibon in petroleum, 
similar to the hydrocarbons in the tail of the great 
comet, lends considerable support to the idea that petro- 
leum is being continuslly formed anew in the deeper 
parts of the earth. In all petroleum weils water 1s also 
found. In the depths of the earth there is probably a 
large abundance of compounds of the metals with car- 
bon, for we find them in basaltic and other rocks. 
When the crust of the earth becomes fissured, water 
would reach them at a high temperature and be decom- 
posed, its oxygen passing over to the metals, while the 


With such an explanation of the genesis of petroleum, 
many other natural phenomena can be explained—the 
prevalence of elements of low atomic weight on the 
earth’s surface; the distribution of petroleum in straight 
lines or in large circles; the connection which has been 
traced with vulcanism, which has been noticed by 
several scientific men, and especially by Abich; the’ 
magnetic phenomena of the globe, and many other 
natural phenomena. The further metamorphosis of 
petroleum, the formation of mine-gas and unsaturated 
hydrocarbons out of it, the chemical composition of 
petroleum from various regions, and of the salt water 
which invariably accompanies it—all these points only 
require a continuous study, which, in connection with 
future geological investigation of facts, will tell for or. 
against this hypothesis. Here is a field for investige- 
tion by some of our officers. In connection with these 
statements, the Hngineer calls attention to the discovery 
by Baron Nordenskjold in Greenland of some remarka- 
ble masses of what was at the time supposed to be 
meteoric iron. Some weighed eighteen to twenty tons, 
and a Swedish gunboat was sent the following year to 
bring them home. ‘These blocks, which have been prc- 
nounced to be terrestrial rather than meteoric, consist 
largely of carbide of iron and oxide of iron, and furnish 
the material for which the theory propounded by these 
‘chemists in regard to petroleum has sought. 








As sratkp in the Journat of last week, directions 
were given for the removal of four companies of the 
14th Infantry from the Uncompahgre Cantonment to 
the Department of the Platte, to join the remaining 
companies of that regiment.

The 
four companies of the 14th Regiment starting from the 
Unconipahgre Cantonment will meet the other six com- 
panies of that regiment probably at Cheyenne, when 
they will all proceed together to the Department of the 
Columbia, and the 21st will join the Department of tLe~ 
Platte. 








Sir W. C. Codrington, of the British Army, in a let- 

ter referring to certain proposed changes in the Martini- 
Henry rifle says: ‘Jt has been said that with breech- 
loaders only a single rank will ever be required, the fire 
will be so tremendous, etc. Independent of other 
considerations, surely those practically concerned in 
the defence of posts and trenches would prefer the fire 
from ranks two deep to that from a single rank, and of 
three deep or four deep to that of single rank, when it 
is possible to obtain it. And that there is a pcssibility 
of such heavy fire by additional ranks was proved at 
the French trenches at Spicheren and the Turkish 
trenches at Plevna. About half the length of the 
present bayonet is quite enough to kill a man, without’ 
the apparent wish at present to runtwo at a time 
through the body. The danger to # front rank man in 
file is one easily seen, even in peace, by simply placing 
men in the position referred to, even without blank 
cartridge; an experiment worth trying, which I have 
seen tried, and which may be the means of avoiding 
accidents.

To say nothing 
of both officers and men being ‘‘sick unto death” of it, 
why, in the name of common sense, should they, day 
in and day out, keep up a practice that will be of no 
earthly use tothem in time of war? Or is it that the 
vattles in which the armies of the United States may 
hereafter be engaged are to be fought entirely by In- 
fantry and Cavalry on our side? If so, let the Army be 
reorganized and let us to keep up in name that which 
has no existence in reality. it the importance of the 
Artillery branch of the service has diminished of late 
years surely our best military writers have failed to learn 
the fact. 

1 venture to say that at every Artillery post in the 
Army (with the exception of Fort Monroe, and, Saints 
and Ministers of grace defend us! I understand the 
craze has now reached that post, the Artil/ery school of 
the Army), everything else is subordinate to rifle prac- 
tice, an exercise of just about as much practical use 
to the Artilleryman as sabre exercise would be to the 
Iofantryman. 

An Artillery soldier should be instructed in Artillery. 
Let the Infantry practice with the rifle, the Cavalry 
with the carbine each branch with the arms it will use 
in time of war. In this way alone can any real efficien- 
cy be attained. Outside of Fort Monroe how many 
guns have been fired in practice by the Artillery in the 
last five years? The following may serve as a partial il- 
lustration: A few days ago I was questioning a corporal 
about fuzes. He said he had never seen a fuze; had 
never seen a projectile fired from a gun; knew abso- 
lutely nothing about shells, etc., etc. This man has 
been in the Artillery service about seven years. It may 
be unnecessary to state that he is an excellent rifle shot, 
one of the best in the dattery (?). 

There is probably no post garrisoned by Artillery 
where a ravge for practice firing with guns is not avail- 
able. Wouid it not, then, be the commonest of com- 
mon sense to adandon an exercise that does not in the 
slightest degree pertain to our branch of the service, 
aod practice that which must be brought into requisi- 
tion the momen: we are put into the field? Make the 
firing competitive between the different batteries and 
the differeot regiments, if necessary, but, however, it 
may be arranged, let us abandon the field so well 
filled by the infantry and see to it that our own is not 
entirely neglected. ARTILLERY. 








THE “FINAL” BOARD AT FORT MONROE. 
To the Editor of the Army a: d Navy Journai: 


As another Board is again ordered to meet at Fort 
Monroe for the final examination of meritorious non- 
comniissioned officers who have passed the Department 
Examining Boards, we are constrained to say a few 
words regarding the treatment of the non-commissioned 
officers who appeared for final examination last year. 
They were assigned to the different batteries for 
rations and quarters. They were assigned bunks in 
different squad rooms, no two of them being together. 
The bunk of the undersigned was between those of two 
men of the battery. Being quartered in this manner it 
was impossible to study or get a moment’s quiet during 
the day. ‘They were required to attend all 1o!] calls, 
answering their names to the Ist sergeant of the battery 
tu which they were assigned. Reveille sounded at 4.30 
a.M. Breakfast (a plate of hssh and a bowl of weak 
coffee) was served at 54.mM. At 10 a.M. they ap- 
for examination, and were not allowed to leave 
the examination room until they completed the subject 
for that day. Usually this was at4or5 p.m. Inoother 
words, a plate of hash and a bowl of weak coffee was 
all they would get toeat from 54.M.to5p.m. The 
condition of a person’s brain and stomach during the 
closing hours of this fast can well be imagined. At 5 
P M, if the cook was agreeable, they could get a cold 
dinner. If not, they were just in time for an artillery- 
man’s supper, ‘‘coffee straight,” (a bow] of weak cuffee 
and a piece of bread.) At the close of the six days of 
torture the candidates were so completely exhausted, 
both mentally and physically, that they cared little 
whether they pos successfully or not. Their only 
prayer was to be released from confinement and returned 
to duty anywhere outside of the walls of Fort Monroe.

Why should they be treated like criminals? The 
have proved themselves to be gentlemen. Why should 
they be required to answer roll calls during examing, 
tion, thus keeping them inside of the walls of the fort 
both day and night? They have no idea cf desertin 
In fact, why should they be sent to Fort Monroe at all? 
They have all passed successtul examinations jn their 
respective departments. Are not officers of Infant 
and Cavalry as competent as officers of Artillery, to ry 
cide whether a man is fit to perform the duties of an 
cfficer? If it is really necessary to have a final Board 
why make non commissioned officers of Infantry and 
Cavalry travel from the Pacific to the Atlantic to appear 
before an Artillery Board? Why should the Board not 
meet at Fort Leavenworth, and be composed of Officers 
of all arms of the service ? 

At all events, we hope that the proper authorities 
will see that the candidates this year are given some 
little consideration, and not regarded as prisoners bein 
tried by a General Court-martial. 6

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RECENT DEATHS, 


Trz remains of the late General O. E. Babcock, U. 8. A., 
reached Washington June 6, and the funeral took place 
June 7 from his late home on G, between 20th and 21st streets. 
The funeral was a simple one, at the request of Mre. Bab- 
cock, who is an invalid, but throngs of friends gathered and 
floral offers were numerous and beautiful. Rev. Dr. Wyn- 
koop, of the Presbyterian Church, performed the religious 
services. Nine artillerymen carried the coffin, draped in the 
flag, to the hearse, and a long line of carriages moved to 
Oak Hill Cemetery, where the interment took place. Secre- 
tary of War Lincoln, Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan, Adjt.-Gen, 
Drum, Generals Horace Porter, John Newton and Robert 
Macfeely, and Colonels D. P. Heap and 8. W. Benjamin 
were the pall-bearere, Co), B. B. Smitb, Lighthouse Depart- 
ment, who lives in Charleston, 8. C., and who was wrecked 
in the same boat with General Babcock, has told the story 


of thedisaster. He says: 

We kept off the inlet until Monday morning, occasionally run- 
ping near enough to see if we could get in in order to ascertain 
how matters stood. Captain Anderson and myself got into a 
boat with six seamen and proceeded to the outer bar buoy. Cap- 
tain Anderson decided that an entrance was impracticable, and 
we returned to the vessel and so reported to General Babcock, 
who concluded not to make the attempt that day. At 120’clock, 
however, a large whaleboat, manned by six sailors and a cox- 
swaip, came out and boarded the vessel. Tne General, thinking 
that as the beat came out so easily she could return with equal 
safety, changed bis miad and decided to make the attempt. He, 
Luckey, Suter and myself got in with the seven seamen, making 
jour landsmen and seven sailors in all who started. Of the four 
landsmen I alone lived to reach the shore. The boat made head- 
way enough until we reached the bar buoy. Then a roller struck 
us, which we weathered all right. Ou the crest of the second 
roller the steering oar snapped in two and the coxswain was 
washed overboard. Tbe boat then filled. The third roller brought 
the coxswain back to the boat and he was saved. By this time 
the boat had turned over. We passed a line lengthwise her keel 
to hold on by, and all of us grasped it and held on while sea 
aiter sea washed over us. These seas were about oue hundred and 
fifty feet apart, wLich allowed us a little breathing spell between 
them. Fora quarter of an hour this struggle with the waves 
continued, and I do not hesitate to say that a cooler and braver 
set of men under such circumstances I neversaw. Not aman 
asked for help, though we frequently assisted each other when” 
we eaw help was needed 2nd we could possibly do so, There was 
none of that cowardly shoving aside, and fighting for the best 
positions, which is too often witnessed when life is the prize 
contended for, We were washed away from the boat time and 
again, but another wave would take ua back, At one time Gen- 
eral Babcock was swept off, and the next wave failed to bring 
him all the way back to the boat; be floated near it, however, 
and by clinging tothe rope with my left hand, I managed to 
reach him with the tips of the fingers of my right hand. Finally 
Igot his hend into mine and pulled him upon the boat again. 
Soon after this I noticed that Mr. L. P. Luckey was exhausted, 
and a moment afterwards be gave up and was swept away, As 
he floated off he appeared to me to be unconscious, Very shortly 
after the drowning of Luckey the wind and tide, which bad been 
setting in shore all the time, took us into the surf. Inthe surf 
Suter and General Babcock both gave out and were drowned, and 
svun after them one of the men also. All of us had been washet 
from the boat. The last I saw of General Babcock before his body 
came ashore he was floit ng away face downward. I concluded, 
as did the rest, if I remained in the suri I would be killed by the 
boat, so | made for the shore, followed by the rest. I could not 
see the shore, but I knew the breakers were going in and I fol- 
lowed them. But the trouble was when we would touch bottom 
the undertow would whirl us out to sea again, I made effurt atter 
effort to gain a foothold, and if I had not succeeded when I did I 
would have been tou much exhausted to make another effort. 


Genenat “Ane” Burorp, well known to many of our 
older Ariny officers, committed suicide at Danville, Indiana, 
Jane 9, by shocting himself through the heart. A letter ad- 
dressed to his nephew, B. T. Buford, was found which said : 


Dear Sin: Be not affrighted. I have no home to go to, and 
preter death toany further struggle with life. My cross is too 
heavy; Ican’t keep it out of the dust. Send my body to my 
brother, J. H. Butord, Lexington, Ky., and may God have 
mercy ou my bewildered soul. My troubles and those of my 
unfortunate brother Tom have driven me mad,

Tom Buford it may be remembered killed Judge Ellio.t of 
the Kentucky Court of Appeals, and is now an inmate of the 
Anchorage Insane Hospital in Kentucky. Beside this letter 
was the following, scribbled on a piece of paper : 


My financial troubles bave driven me to despair. Have lost 
my only chance to retrieve my unfortunate brother and self, 
and the future is too dark for me to struggle against any further. 
I want my body sent to Lexington, Ky. My friends there will 
put it away, alongside of 1ay dear wifeand boy. Peace to all the 
world, and may God have mercy on my troubled sonl.

General Buford entered the Military Academy in 1837, and 
was graduated July 1, 1841, in the same class as Z. B. Tower, 
H. G. Wright, A. W. Whipple, A. P. Howe, N. Lyon, J. M. 
Brannan, J. F. Reynolds, A. Sully, D. C. Buell, F. F. Flint, 
and many others whose names have since become 
famous. He was assigned to the First Dragoons, 
end served with distinction through the Mexican 
War, receiving the brevet of Captain for gallantry 
at Buena Vista. He was promoted Captain First 
Dragoons, July 15, 1853, resigned October 22, 1854, and 
engaged largely ia stock farming, being an ardent patron of 
the turf. During the War he served as a General officer in 
the Confederate Army. A few years ago his affairs became 
much embarrassed and his latter days were the reverse of 
prosperous, Some time ago he was brought prominently 
into public notice by his renunciation of all gambling con- 
nected with horse racing and joining the Church. 


Commoporg Robert Handy, a veteran officer of the Navy, 
on the retired list, died at Jamaica Plains, Mass., June 7, at 
an advanced age. He was born in Rhode Island, and ap- 
pointed from that State to the Navy, Feb. 1, 1826, and served 
in the West India and Pacific squadron until 1835. He was 
commissioned lieutenant, March 8, 1837, and served on the 
frigate Brandywine of the Pacific squadron, In 1840 he 
Went on duty at the Navy Yard, Boston, and 1845 and 1856 
again served with the Pacitic squadron, and after that until 
1860 was on shore duty. He was commissioned commander 
Sept. 14, 1855. From 1862 until 1865 he commanded the 
sloop Dale of the Pacific squadron. He was retired Feb. 6, 
oa and promoted commodore on the retired list April 4, 


A veteran of the War of 18i2is gone. William Baldwin 
died at Manchester, Michigan, May 22, 1884. Mr. Baldwin 
served in the American Army during the War of 1812 and he 
has for many years been borne on the rolls of the pensioners 
of that war. He died at the ripe age of 92, a true christian 
and honored citizen, hii loyal patriotism as keen ia the 
latter days of his life as when a boy he entered the Army. 
The growth and prosperity of his country has been to him 
atopic upon which he loved to think and converse, and it 
has been with pride that he has been able to say that he is 
worthily represeated in the Army by his nephew, Captain 
Frank D. Baldwio, 5th U. 8. Infantry. 

A DISTINGUISHED citizen of New York, and a veteran soldier, 
journalist and dramatist, Geaeral James Watson Webb, died 
on Saturday last, June 7, at his residence, No. 14 West 33th 
Street, attended by his wife, and surrouaded by his 
enildren, Gen. Webb was bora ia Claverack, N. Y., Fob. 8, 
1802. He wasa soa of General Biatchiey Webb, wh») was 
an aide decamp of General Patnam, and subsequently cf 
General Washington, and who served with high distinction 
in the Revolationary War. The mother of the deceised was 
yonogest daughter of Judge Hogeborn, of Claverack. Ia 
Angust, 1819, he received an appointment as Second Lieu- 
tenant of Artillery, was promoted 136 Liewt. in August 1823, 
and resigned Sept. 23, 1827, and became proprietor and prin 
cipal editor of the N. Y Moruing Courier. In his new call- 
ing he displayed remarkable sagacity and energy, and more 
than once became involved in personal collusion with those 
who objected to his allusions to them or their friends, In 1838 
he challenged Hon, Jonathan Cilley ,a member of Congress 
for having misrepresented him on the floor of Congress. In 
1844 he fonght a duel, on account of a political difference, 
with Thomas F, Marshall of Kentucky. Two shots were 
fired, the second shot of his opponent striking Con. Webb in 
the knee. Gen. Webb was sentence] ,to two years at hard 
labor in the State Prison, but a petition for his pardon bear- 
iag 1700 names was sent to the Governor, and he was releas- 


ed after passing 10 days in the Tombs. When Preston 
Brooks made his assault upon Charlas Sumner, the CG urier 


and Enquirer contained an article over Gen. Webb's sigua- 
ture deaouncing the Southerner’s conduct. It was arranged 
that Brooks should challange Gen. Webb, and the challenge 
waa written, but withdrawn. At the opening of the Rebellion 
he applied to be appointed one of the Major Generals to 
conduct it. He was offered the rank of Brigadier General, 
with the approbation of his friend, Gen. Scott, but refused 
to accept it. Without his knowledge he was appoiated 
Minister to Constantinople. He declined this position, but 
afterward accepted the appointment of Mizister to Brazil. 
He was on a previous occasion, 1849, appointed Minister to 
Austria, but political hostility prevented his confirmation. 
His first wife died in 1843, and subsequently he was married 
again to Laura Virginia, youngest daughter of Jacob Crane of 
N. Y., who survives him, also nine children, Mrs. Henry M. 
Morgan, H. Walter Webb, Creighton Webb, Mrs. Colonel 
Benton, Dr. W. 8. Webb, Lonis Webb, General Alexander 
8S, Webb, Colonel Robert 8S. Webb and Frank Webb, the 
youngest of the family. The funeral services took place on 
Tuesday from The Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York’s 
most distinguished citizens and ladies being present. 

Noam Haynes Swayne, ex Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, died in New York City on 
Sunday last, June 8, in his 84th year. He was appointed to 
the Supreme Court bench by President Lincoln, in January 
1862, and held the position until January 1881, when he re- 
sigued and has since lived with his son-in-law, Mr. Parsons, 
in New York. Besides his daughter, Mrs. Parsons, Mr. 
Swayne had four sons, namely, Gen. Wager Swayne, U. 8. A.» 
Henry 8S. Swayne, a manufacturer in Toledo, and Noah H. 
and Frank B. Swayne, who are lawyers in Toledo. 

Cou. G. H. Biddle, who served with distinction in the 
Mexican war, and during the war of the Rebellion, as colonel 
of the 95th New York Infantry Volunteers, died at his resi- 
dence in New York City, June1l. A son and daughter sur 
vive him, the former beiug better known as George Edgar, 
the tragedian. The latter is the wife of Chief Rngineer 
Theodore Zeller, U. 8. Navy. 

Samu. B. Grecory, who served during the war as an 
acting master, U.S. N., and resigned Nov. 15, 1864, died on 
Saturday last, June 7, at his home in Essex County, Mass., 
in his seventy-first year. In 1862 he commanded the U. 8. 
steamer Western World, and in 1868 the Perry. 

Gunner Felix Cassidy, U. 8. N., died at Chelsea, Mass., 
Jane 8, in his 59th year. He entered the Navy Oct. 22, 
1863, having previously served eleven months and fourteen 
days asan acting gunner in the volunteer service. The 
funeral took place on Tuesday, and the remains were taken 
to New Bedford, Mass., for interment.

THE HARMER BILL. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ; 

Tue Army papers are full of notices of officers who 
have signed petitions to Congress, praying for the 
passage of the Harmer bill (H. R. 2613). The pro- 
visions of this bill are sufficiently well known and need 
no reiteration in this article. One of its features, 
however, seems to have thus far escaped the criticism 
it justly deserves. It is proposed by that measure to 
retire captains of artillery, cavalry and infantry when 
they shall have become 50 years of age. An examina- 
tion of the Army Register will show that—should this 
provision become a law—a large number o! captains 
would be retired within the next ten years, who entered 
the service during the war of the Rebellion, and some 
of whom have now seen service in that grade eighteen 
years, with but little prospect of attaining the grade 
of field officer before they reach the age prescribed in 
the bill for retirement. 

The fact that the efficiency of the Army is impaired 
by the slow process of promotion is not denied, but is 
it just to push out, with their families, with a mere 
pittance when too old to enter int: any other pursuit, 
these captains who have in vain waited for years for 
their promotion, whu have gone through the hardships 
ef the war, the toil and privation of Indian campaigne, 
not tospeak of the years of the drudgery and monotovy 
of frontier life? Is it just to require this deserving 
class of officers, who have borne the principal weight 
of the reduction ot the Army, and are still suffering 
from the result thereof, to make room for their 
ambitious subalterns, many of whom were in the 
nursery or at school when those whose places they are 
covetting were serving their country in the Armies of 
the Union? 

It is presumed that the limits of the ages fixed for 
retirement, in the bill under discussion, indicate the 
periods ut which the officers of the respective grades 
cease to be fit for active service in times of war. If 
this presumption is correct then, under the theories at 
the foundation of this bill, a field officer is declared fit 
to command any number of companies, even a brigade, 
up to his fifty-eighth year, but a captain, at 50, ceases 
to be able to command a single company. 

The staff officers, under the provisions of this bill, 
are graciously permitted to remain until they become 
64 years of age, no matter what their grade may be; 
the theory, applied to line officers, as to the time when 
they cease to be fit for active service in time of war, is 
abandoned when the case of the staff is considered, as 
though they had no duties to perform in the field, and 
were only to enjoy the ease and comforts of soug berths 
in civilized and peaceful centres of civilization. This 
is very complimentary, indeed, to our brethren of the 
staff. But many of them who followed the fortunes of 
tne Army of the Potomac and the wanderings of the 
armies in the West will bear testimony that it required 
more endurance and energy to perform the duties of 
their offices than to command a company, a battalion, 
or a regiment, and yet this remarkable bill either con- 
siders their services not necessary in time of war, or 
desigas making them, by statute, fit for field service up 
to sixty-four, while the captain of the line must go at 
50, and the field officers of infantry at 58. The major 
of artillery is considered able, until he is 62, to com- 
mand any number of batteries in the field, but the cap- 
tain’s ability to command one ceases~ when he has 
reached fifty years. 

The line officers, as a class, have never been united 
in supporting any measure for their benefit likely to 
pass Congress. No sooner appears the assurance that 
members of the military committees in Congress were 
favorably disposed to relieve a certain class of officers, 
who had suffered most from tie stagnation of promo- 
tion, and upon whom had fallen principally the burden 
of the several Army reductions made since the war, by 
giving them, after acertain period of service in one 
grade, the pay of the next higher, than Congress 
is usked to give anybody, below the grade of 
major, alter twenty years’ service in the Army, the pay 
of the next higher grade. Another part of the Arm 
circulated petitions for the passage of the Finerty bill, 
and another seeks to make us believe that everything 
would be lovely and the stagnation of promotion at 
once removed if Congress retired at once the small 
number of officers who have been either brigadier or 
major-generals of volunteers during the war. Con- 
gress, at this time, is willing to dispense with services 
of Merritt, Hatch, Ruger aad others? But, all these 
impracticable schemes are attributable to the want of 
appreciation on the part of a large number of officers 
of the temper and disinclination of Congressmen to 
legislate for the Army, at a time when each political 
party is preparing to submit its record to the scrutiny 
of a heated canvass for election to office. Have our 
Army officers forgotten the struggle incident to 
the passage of the compulsory features of the present 
retirement statute? Let them ponder over that and take 
a lessun from the past. Above all things, let them be just 
to each other, and not forget in union there is strength ; 
let our young gentlemen have patience and remember, 
as they look up the long list ahead of them, that dis- 
ease contracted in the swamps of Chickahominy andthe 
malarious valley of the lower Mississippi, the hardships 
endured during the war, and the privations suffered 
during Indian campaigns, are rapidly decimating the 
ranks of their captains. Let them curb their ambition 
for awhile, remembering that the country who is just 
to those who defended her in her hour of extremity 
will not fail them in turn. They cannot afford to aid 
in the establishment of a precedent of injustice that 
may in future recoil upon themselves.

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REUNION OF THE ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 


The enthusiasm which attends the meetings of our 
Army societies loses nothing with time. Certainly, 
the Society of the Army of the Potomac bas never 
had a warmer greeting thau that received in Brooklyn 
during the parade on Wednesday last. 

When an event of this sort takes place in Brooklyn the 
whole city—every man, woman and child—participates 
with heart and soul, and so it was on this occasion. 
Every lady was out, and the whole city was decorated 
in a most elaborate and tasteful manner. From the 
largest mansion to the most modest cottage bunting of all 
description was displayed in a protase manner, while 
the public buildings were decked out in their gayest 
attire. In the vicinity of City Hall the display of 
flags and banners has never bren on a larger scale. 
Business men threw out flegs and bunting from their 
stores, and the Grand Army men performed their work 
with credit to themselves and to the city. Streamers 
of bunting, the national ensign and flags of all na- 
tions met the eye in every direction, and the hundred 
and ove devices of the versatile decorator were every- 
where to be seen, 

A noticeable feature was a triumphal arch, in imi- 
tation of stone, erected at the intersection of Montague 
and Court streets. On one pillar were inscribed the 
names of the following generals: Wadsworth, Han- 
eock, Slocum, Sickles, Molineux, Fowler, Emery, 
Hartranft, Stannard, Catlin, Tracy and Jourdan, aud 
Opposite the names the following battles: Bull Run, 
Yorktown, Fair Oaks, Malvern Hill, Chantilly, Autie- 
tam, Fredericksburg, Chanceilorsville. Oa the other 
side of the arca were the following names: McClellan, 
Buraoside, Hooker, Meade, Grant, Kearney, Reynolds, 
Sedgwick, Warren, Sheridan, McDowell, Newton and 
Wright, and the battles of Gettysburg, Wilderness, 
Spvottsylvania, Po tersburg, Five Forks, Cedar Creek, 
Fisher’s Hill, Chapio’s Farm, Fort Fisher and Cold 
Hurbor.

BUSINESS MEETING OF THE SOCIETY. 


The business meeting of the society was held in the 
Academy at 2 o’clock Wednesday, p. ma. The mem)ers 
filled the body of the house and a portion of the first 
balcony. The entrance of General Hancock upon the 
platform was the signal for enthusiastic applause and 
hearty cheers. 

Toe meeting was called to order shortly after 2 
o'clock, by the presideat; Geacral Newtdr,» who said: 


*“*T need not say I am glad to see you, for that goes 
without saying. I greet you upon the fifteenth re- 
union. I know you will have a pleasaut aud agreeable 
time here, as the citizens of Brooklyn have exerted 
themselves to please you, and the Local Cominittee have 
shown great business talent in the arrangements. But, 
gentlemen, in the midst of our joy at meeting, I see by 
glancing over the faces of the distinguished men before 
me that some changes have taken place in our ranks 
since our last meeting; that some gallant spirits have 
fallen, among them Major-General Humphreys, General 
Weitzel and Colonel Burns, It is fitting we should pay 
a proper tribute to their memory. I also see by your 
faces that there is a fair prospect that we shall have a 
large number atiend our meetings for years to 
come.” 

The Secretary, General King, presented his report in 
print. General McMahon, the Treasurer, read his re 
port. It showed a balance from last report, $1,171.73 ; 
dues received, $1.446.78 ; initiation fees, 8924 ; certiti- 
cates of membership, $586. Expenses: Postage, $195 ; 
stationery $116 85; printing last annual report, 8583.10 ; 
clerk hire, #80; engraved plete, $250; stenograpbic 
expenses, $13645; incidentals, $216.57; balance, 
$2,551.04. 

The Chair, upon motion, appointed General F. T. 
Locke, General McQuade, ay Joseph Stiner, Gen. 
Samuel Truesdell, Colonel A. J. Smith and Colonel John 
C. Nicholson a committee to select the next meeung 
place for the society, 

‘The cities of Richmond, Baltimore, and Lowell were 
presented for the consideration of the committee, Cor- 
pural Tanner, of Brooklyn, urging Richmond. Whea 
doubt was expressed as to his statement that the so- 
ciety would receive a cordial greeting there he declared 
that he had a letter from the Mayor of the City of Rich- 
mond urging the attendance of the society, and numer 
ous letters to a similar effect from citizens of Richmond. 
He also declared that he had recently visited Richmond, 
and while there heard not only the ‘rebel yell” but 
cheers for U. 8. Grant as cordial and hearty as those 
giyen for Robert E. Lee or Stonewall Jackson. In 
spite of a most eloquent appeal from Mr. Tanner, the 
society finally decided to accept the invitation which 
came from the Mayor of Baltimore, seconded by reso- 
lutions of the Board of Trade and otber mercantile or- 
ganizations of that city. They did not favor Richmond, 
but they hesitated fer a moment when a member, en- 
thusiastic for the choice of Lowell, Mass., declared 
that there 10,000 patriotic factory girls awaited the 
coming of the Army of the Potomac with open arms; 


* F’en from the tomb the voice of nature cries, 
E’en in our ashes burn their wonted fires,” 


Two amendments to the by-laws, proposed by Gen. 
Sharpe were adopted. One permits the election of the 
poet and orator as honorary members, and the other 
cancels the requirement that the annual address must 
precede the election. On behalf of the Second Corps, 
Gen. McMahon nominated for president of the Society, 
U. 8. Grant. This nomination was seconded on behalf 
of several other corps, and as there were no other nomi- 
nations an attempt was made to make it unanimous by 
casting a single ballot for him, the election being neces- 
sarily by ballot. Thisrequired unanimous consent, and 
half a dozen positively objecting, a ballot was had. It 
stood: Noes, 2; Gen. Sheridan, 1; Gen. Mott, 1; Gen. 
Abel, 1; Gen. McMahon, 1; Gen. Grant, 276. After 
the applause had subsided, the chair ruled a motion to 
make the election unanimous out of order, under the 
rules, and appointed Gens. Slocum, Chamberlain, Bar- 
num, Hartranft, and McMahon a committee to wait 
upon Gen. Grant, to inform him of his election, and to 
a him before the meeting. 

hile the voting was in p three cheers were 
oo for Gen. Hancock, and he was loudly called for. 
ie appeared upon the stage, and, after bowing his ac- 
knowledgment of the wari greeting, said they were to 
be congratulated upon the success of their reunion. It was 
a happy time when men who had fought together could 
meet, after years of separation, to revive the old-time 
fellowship. He could assure them the people of Brook- 
lyn would treat them in a hospitable way, and ina 
manner that never could be excelled. He was glad to 
be with them, and would see much of them during 
their stay. 

A little later Gen. Grant appeared upon the stage, 
escorted by the committee. He supported himself with 
crutches and appeared to be unwell. Three times three 
cheers were given upon his en‘rance, until the very 
building shook with the applause. When the applause 
had subsided he said, after he had been introduced by 
Gen. Newton: 

ComRabes OF THE SocreTry OF THE ARMY OF THE Poromac: I ac- 
cept the trust which you have put on me to-day. [ ice! highly 
flattered that you should have selected me—one who has never 
been, except as an honorary member, a inember of your society.

If Iam 
restored to health, as I hope to be by the time of the next anoual 
meeting, I will expect to devote the time, whether one or two 
days, to whatever exercises are to be gone through with by this 
society; but iu consequence of my present condition, I shall not 
be able to stay wiih you to-day or be with you to-mcrrow. I re- 
gret not being able to listen to the abie address to be delivered 
to-night. I know it is to be excellent, because I know the man 
who wili deliverit. ife wasa member of my staff duriug the 
last two ycars of the war, and I assure you in advance you will 
be interested in it. I can’t say I have read it because I do not 
believe it has been written. 

The General was cheered again and again, and after 
greeting a number of his old staff officers, retired from 
the Academy.

THE REORPTION AT THE ACADEMY, 


Re- 


Following the parade, of which we give an account 
below, and just previous to the meeting in the evening, 
the New York Commandery of the Loyal Legion en- 
tertained the members of the other commanderies pres. 
at lunch, and then escorted them in a body to the 
Academy. The scene at the Academy 18 best described 
in the words of the Brooklyn Zagle, which contains an 
admirable report. 

At 8 o'clock Dodworth's Thirteenth Regiment Band, which oo. 
oupied the orchestra seats, struck up ap old wartimeatr. Tho 
faces of 2,000 men who heard it, lit up at once. The band changed 
to “ Marching Through Georgia,” That settled it A veteran 
with aamiling face, a wiry Ogure and eyeglasses, sprang up be- 
tween the band and the audience, and facing around awung bis 
arms on high and shouted the words of the song. There wasa 
wild rolling cheer through which the band’s strains struggled, 
and then with hauda and feet beating time and hate and hand. 
kerchieia waving, the great crowd shouted the old triumptant 
words: 

Murrah! Hurrah ! we'll sound the jubilee: 

Hurrah ! Hurrah! for tbe flag that makes you free! 
So we sang the chorua from Atlanta to the sea, 

As we were marching through Georyia, 


The enthus.asm grew by whatit fedon. It was a great scene, 
The band warmed to the occasion and its full power of meloay 
shook the house, Every repetition of the chorus swelled 
stronger than tho last, and before the air was over every man io 
tlm Academy was on his feet laughicg and shouting, slapping 
his comrades’ shoulders, swinging backward and torward and 
throwing his whole soul into the music, The ladies in the boxes 
and the moat grave and dignified of the generale and citizens 
were carried away with the veterans. Ali on the platform stood 
up and sang with enthueiastio fervor, and from the boxes dainty 
bandkerohiefs waved aud clear soprano voices led the singing. 

The band stopped and there was a moment's comparative al- 
lence, A burly veteran in the middle of the hall stood up and ia 
astrong voice shouted ; 

“Come boys! Once more! Three cheers for the o!d flag |" 
All that bad gone before was comparative silence to the roof 
ebhaking long drawn out hurrahs and “ tiger "’ that followed this. 
Then came regimental shouts and war cries, greetings trom men 
in the rear of the house to men in front, hand shaking and wild 
laughter, The reunion had come and the audience was delirious 
with patriotic excitement, 
“ Wuat foolishness !"’ said a young gentleman in the front 
seats. 
“ No, air,”’ an older companion replied. 
ing, and they mnat express it,”’ 
The air the band was playing changed again, and “ Tramp, 
tramp, tramp, the boys are marching "’ set every foot to beating 
time loudly, and the chorus was absolutely deatening. 
Again the music changed. It was “ When Johnny comes 
marohing home again” this time. The rollicking, careless, sol- 
dierly strains brought the house down again. Alter a momen ‘s 
hesitation, in doubt about the appropriateness of the sentiment, 
up jumped every wan who had heard the song around the old 
Camp Gres and yelled tn chorus : 
Waen Johuny comes marching home sgain, 
Ilurrah? Hurrah! 
On the repetition of the chorus the wiry, smiling, eyeglassed 
veteran stood up, and facing about agaia shouted ; 
I bought a chicken for fifty cents 
Harrah! Hurrah! 
I bought a chicken for fiity cents 
Hurrah! Hurrah! 
And the son of a gun flew over the fence, 
And we'll all drink stone blind 
When Johnny comes marching home. 


The ladies were the foremost in expressing approval of this 
noble resolution, and sang the chorus with as much spirit as the 
veterans themselves. 

Then came a compilation of old war time melodies, “ All's 
fell,” “The Battle Cry ot Freedom,” “Glory Hallejujah,” 
“ Three Cheers for the Red, Wuite and Blue,” aud the crowd was 
carried away by each of them. 

The regular programme was introduced by an ad- 
dress by Mayor Low, responded to by Gen. Newton. 
The poem was then read by the author, the Hon. 
John Savage. It was a most inspiriting one, and stir- 
red the audience to reuewed enthusiasm. The length 
of our report compels us to postpone its publication. 
Gen. Porter’s address closed the meetng. 


GENERAL PORTER'S ORATION. 


If I had known earlier than I do now thatthe Army of the Poto- 
mac was going to make such an attack as this upon me to-night 
I ¢hould have endeavoured to beat a hasty retreat and abandon 
the ground to some one else. I think I should have succeeded, 
tor if there is one lesson which the war taught better than au- 
other it is that a man may retreat successtully from almost any 
position if he only starta in time. Ws have been cordially re- 
ceived by this great city and by tts Mayor, who has had to deal 
with at least ss great a question as any that ever conironted the 
Atmy of the Potowac—Low to gevern a great city. I have never 
héard but one fault attributed to him, and that is the fault wLich 
will never be laid at the door of any of us of this society, the 
fault of being young, [Applause aud laughter.) The Army long 
wanted to meet in Brookiyn, but it no longer marches with its 
pontoon train, and therefore it had to await the completion of the 
Brooklyn Bridge. [Revewed laughter.} 

To the members of this society the past is beginning to seem 
like a dream long since dreamt. It is a score of years since the 
Army of the Potomac stood shoulder to shoulder together in line 
of battle ia front of Petersbuay and Richmond. It is well nigh « 
quarter of a century sipce that Army first gathered io its might, 
rallied to the defense of on imperilled nation, knelt upon this 
8o}] to swear allegiance to the Republic, and sealed the oath with 
its blood. [\pplause.] Time is passing and memory is fading. 
Republics, if they be not ungratetul, are at least forgetful, and it 
is well that the survivors of that great struggle suonld gather 
together each year, should once more assemble around the bi- 
vouac, should light again the historic camp tires, to the end that 
in their light the world may read anew the record of the imper- 
ishable deeds of the Army of the Potomac. 

Should America be less mindful of her heroes than Ancient 
Greece ar Modern Europe? It is said that for ages after the bat- 
tle of Thermopylae, every school child in Greece was required to 
ow in hie place each morning, and recite frum memory the 
names of the three hundred immortal heroes who held that 
méuatain pass, Latour D’Auverne, a private in the Freoch 
Army, had covered himself with glory in a hundred battles, and 
had been given the title of the “First Grenadier of France. 
When he fell, pierced with bullets and scarred with wousds, % 
geheral order directed that thereafter his name should be kept on 
the active rol], should be called at every roll call, and 4 private

in the ranks shouid answer tor him; aud at every reveille aud at 
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tattoo the Ist sergeant called “Latour D’Auverne,” ands 
vate suswered from tue ranks, “Died on the field of honor.”’ 
And 90, if the muster roll of the old Army of the Potomac were 
read out bere to-night and seen as you oncesaw it; if the fa- 
milisr names were called over ss you once heard them calle?, 
eech man hers could rise in bis place and answer not for one com- 
pede, but for tens of thousands of comrades, “Died on the field of 
ooor.”” 
. it ie nearly a quarter of a century since the first gun was fired 
on Samter. It was nots loud report; that gun did but little 
damage to the fort, but it was the most significant shot ever fired 
from csanon’s mouth. Its soand awoke sleeping North, its 
echoes aroused to the frenzy of wara peaceful people; its rever- 
berations did not cease till they bad reached foreign shores, 
and toid the whole world that the Great Republic was at war. 
Then every man, woman and chiid in the land became a worker 
jo the cause which moved the Nation’s soul, Men went to en- 
listing, officers to organizing, preachers to joining Christian com- 
missions, the noble men and women of the land to forming sani- 
tary commissions, and little children dropped their school books 
apd went to scraping Jint and cutting bandages. There was 
foreshadowed. what history afterward verified, that the true hero 
of that war was the American people! Then came the mighty 
gathering of that vast Army. Some eaid, “Brothers will not 
fight.” But brothers will fight when their mothers have been 
struck. [Applause.| 

The dours of the workshops were closed, the fielda were de- 
serted. Armed men poured down from the hilltops and surged 
up from tne valleys, the middie wall of partition was broken 
down between classes, until it seemed like the good days of old 
when “none were fora party, but all were for the State.” The 
whole land became one vast military camp, and man felt that he 
lived again in the heroic ages. Every man came prepared to do 
bis duty from equirrel hunting to manslaughter jn the first de- 
gree, avd felt that he was able to run against and carry away @ 
whole section of barbed wice fence without scratching himself 
in the least. Thet army in a morcent of courageous gaiety made 
its trial trip in that somewhat exmplicated series of reiroyade 
movernents known as all Run. Toe men never acknowledged a 
retrest, but in their more candid moment they did own up to 
falling back about twenty miles, They were told that the eyes 
of Washington were upon them, and they, asa matter of recip- 
rocal courtesy, wanted to get their eyes on Washington. Many 
a gun trembied so in the hands ot ite holder on both sides that 
day that if an enemy got to dodging he was pretty sure to be hit. 
When that army reached the Potomac that night, ite different 
subdivisions looked as if they had been issued in penny num- 
bers and not yet bound, [Laughter.] It moved with one eye on 
Richmond and the other on Washington until it ought to have 
been as crossed as the boy who was trying to see two trains sweep- 
ing by in opposite directions at the same time. [Laughter.] The 
muie that used to came up every day with a cart load of green- 
backs that were dumped in the camp will be remembered by all 
here; that mule wasan important adjunct of the Government 
and forsuch services ought to have been brevetted a horse. 
[More laughter. ] 

Well, defeats may have followed in after years, but that was 
the last rout! When that army next moved out in Virginia it 
wont there to stay, For four long years it either stood up as 
agreat Wall of China between Washington and Richmond, or 
kept passing with the swiftness of a weaver’s shuttle between 
the two capitals, Tne trials of that army have not been matched 
since the trade of war began. Its sufferings have not been 
equalled since the days of the Christian martyrs, Fora time 
victory ceased to perch upon its banners, the coffera in the 
Treasury were drained, thoueands of comrades who had recently 
been giving a true comrade’s touch ol the elbow in the ranks 
were janguishing in Southern prison pens. News from home 
meant poverty in the family, newsfrom the front meant defeat, 
news f:om the rear meant mob rule and draft riots in the streets. 
Hope seemed to fade and coursge to fail. The land was filled 
with doubting Thomases, unbelieving Saracens, discontented 
Catalines. But as the Danes once destroyed the hearing of their 
war borses in order that they might not be affrighted by the din 
of battle, so the men of the Army of the Potomac turned a deaf 
eartothe doubts and despondencies in the rear and pushed 
boldly to the front. That army never paused till it bad fulfilled 
the hopes of those who marshaled it: it never hesitated till it 
wroated victory from defeat. fe 

I shall not attempt to recite the history of that Army. It ia in- 
delibly engraved on your memories, eternally embalmed in your 
hearts, It was an Army which for tour long years was the sword 
and shield of the great Republic. For four long years it held in 
its grasp not only the destinies of this land, but the fate ot liber- 
ty and of good government throughout the world, [Applause,] 
It was an Army which had forits objective point, never a city, 
but always an opposing Army. It was an Army which fought 
over more miles of ground than most armies ofthe world had 
ever marched over. It was an Army which had as many differ- 
ent commanders as it fought separate campaigns, and while it 
cherished those natural affections, which it ought to cherish for 
ite trusted leaders, yet it marched as patiently and fought as 
gallantly under the new chiei asthe old, It wasan Army bap- 
tized in bloo}, consecrated in tears, hallowed in prayers. An 
Army whose memory will remain green in the hearts of men as 
long as manly courage is talked of or heroic deeds are honored. 
[Applause.] That Army never faltered till it attained the goal of 
itsambition, It never wavered tillit reachedits hour cf crown- 
ing triumph, aud fired its lastahot on the hili tops of Appomst- 
tox. 

You who stood apon those heights that day, flushed with the 
pride of success, when you gather toyetheriu the after years as 
you gather here to-night, seem never to grow weary of gazing 
once more upon the tamiliar faces of the heroic men who led 
you, of listening to the voices you once so willingly obeyed, 
seem never to grow tired of looking upon the well known, the 
historic face of the gruat chief who, while commanding a!l the 
Armies of the Republic, chose to march with the Army of the 
Potomec, and on Appomattox day Jed it to firaland triumphant 
victory, [know you bonor as you should honor every com- 
mander of that Army, theliviog andthe head, trom bim who 
sowed the first sound seeds of discipline which led to after tri- 
umphs to him who had command when the bugles sounded the 
notes of final victory. |Applause.] Heroes all! who fairly won 
their spurs. Noman can jessen the measure of their fame; no 
one can piuck the laurel from their brows, It was the 9th of 
April. The last gun bad been fired, the charges were withdrawn 
from the cannon, the tenta were struck, tue standards were ten- 
derly inlded—those standards, battle stained, bullet riddled, 
many & one a mere remnant of its former self, with not enough 
left of it on which to imprint the names ofthe battles it nad 
seen. The camp fires were left to smoulder in their embers and 
for the first time in four years the soldiersof the Army of the 
Potomac turned their backs upon the soldiersof the Army of 
Northern Virginia- Burke oncs said no war ever left a uation 
where it found it. It was eminently so with our war. It found 
slavery; it left freedom. I+ found treason; it left loyalty- It 
found the leprosy of secession; it left a redeemed and reg-nera- 
ted Union, It found the name of American citizen a byword aud 
S reproach in the world; it left tme name American citizen the 
proudest passport that man can carry throughout the uations of 
the earth. The great lessons of the war are ever present with us. 
The record of its battles has passed into history,and the scroll 
on which that history is written hss been securely lodged io the 
highest niche of the temple of Fame. 

Loud and Jong continued applause followed the close of Gen. 
Porter's speech.

THE PARADE IN BROOKLYN. 


The wilitary parade of Wednesday was the feature 
of the day. The Second Division has the advantage 
of the First, for in Brooklyn everybody takes interest in the 
soldiers, every regiment is thoroughly known, its doings are 
watched by the multitude with interest, and carefully re- 
corded day after day by the press. An occasion which in 
New York would hardly have been noticed even along the 
line of march of the procession, was here turned into a gen- 


eral holiday, and the Second Division availed itzelf to the 
utmost of the opportunity by a very handsome display. The 
review stand was erected at the corner of Montague and 
Clinton streets, and was throrged to its full capacity long 
before the procession arrived. Gen. Horatio C. King, Judge 
Advocate General, in mufti, and Col. Chas. E. Bridge, 
Assistant Q. M. General, in full gorgeous uniform, did the 
honors at the stand, and managed to make everybody com- 
fortable in spite of the overcrowding of the stand, while 
every bit of sidewalk along the entire line of march was 
occupied by an enthusiastic but very tractable crowd. 
Thus the whole affair turned out an immense success, not- 
withstanding the slight drizzle which transformed the 
atreets into a slippery mass of mud just after the parade had 
started, the line of march of which was down DeKalb ave- 


street, to Myrtle avenue, to Washington Park, to Willougby 
avenue, to Clinton avenue, to Lafayette avenue, to Scher- 
merhorn street, to Clinton street, to Henry strost, to Jorale- 
mon street, to Fulton street, to Montague street. 


THE PASSAGE OF THE 


Major Gen. John Newton, U. 8. Army, accompanied by 
Mayor Seth Low, of Brooklyn, were prominent on the stand, 
and were the recipients of the salutes of the passing cofumn, 
the head of which became visible at6 P. m., as had been 
prescribed in the programme. Headed by a detachment of 
mounted police the column was ushered in by the grand 
marshal, Brig. Gen. O. T. Christensen, mounted on a superb 
steed, and attended by Adjt. Gen. Uol. George C, Bradley 
and bis brilliint ©*-ff --d the following aides: Cols. E. O. 
Hotchkiss and isu au V. Tuttle, Majs. C. W. Cowtan, J. 
L. Follett and George W. Lewis, Capts. Geo. B. Squires and 
W. J. McKelvey, Messrs. James F, Kelly, Thos. C. McKean, 
Geo. W. Brush and R. J. Gammon. 

Brig.-Gen. Wm. H. Brownell, as commandant of the 2d 
Division, N. G. 8. N. Y., then appeared amidst a shower of 
applause for the handsome manner in which he managed 
his steed, and brought down the point cf his sword with the 
skill and grace worthy of the skilled tactician that heis. He 
was followed by a well-mounted staff, which kept up a 
handsome alignment and passed tke stand amidst the vigor- 
ous clapping of the spectators, and then wheeled out of the 
columu aad took position along the sidewalk. Col. Rodney 
O. Ward commended the 4th Brigade, which left bis regi- 
ment in charge of Lieut.-Col. J. B. Frothingham, and which 
was the first regiment passing the stand. While the pave- 
ment of Montague street affords an excellent oppcrtunity 
for a full swinging step, the width of the sireet admits of no 
larger company fronts than 12 files, to maich with ease, and 
this is not calculated to show off an organization to full ad- 
vantage. As it was, the 23d, in State service uniform, with 
gilt shoulder scales, did full justice to its excellent reputa- 
tion in general appearance as well as marchiug, and well 
earned the generous applause which greeted its appearance 
along the whole route. It passed the review stand with 20 
commands of 12 files front each, with a swinging gait and 
creditable aliguments, but the impression it made could have 
been improved if distances throughout the column had been 
proper and uniform, an important pcint on an occasion got 
up entirely for display. A little attention on the part of the 
company commanders concerned would have obviated all 
grounds for remark on this score. 

The State service uniform has wrought a decided improve- 
ment in the appearance of the little 32d, Col. Louis Finkel- 
meier, but, a8 on previous occasions, it looked overmatched 
by the magnificent regiment which had just preceded it. 
Having not yet been furnished with helmets, the fatigue cap 
was worn, and with all due respect for the State uniform we 
again state that the pattern of the cap, the “ McClellan ” 
looks obsolete, and involuntarily brings back recollections 
of bounty jumping times. Some people, however, like 
them, but in our opinion the fatigue cap with straight vizor, 
as now worn in the Army, looks decidedly better. While 
the 32d had only 8 commands of 10 files, it looked so much 
improved as leave no reason to doubt the truth of therumor 
that the regiment is on the road to success. 

The 47th passed under command of Lieut. Col. George 
Ccnover, with 8 companies of 12 files inthe ald grey drs 
with fatigue caps and white cross belts, the State uniform, 
although on the way, having not yet arrived. Much has 
been said of late, and no doubt with truth, of the decay of 
this regiment and its lack of progress; still it is fair to state 
that on this occasion the organization, small as it was, made 
a very creditable showing in appearance, marching, step and 
physique—in fact its performance was far abead of that of 
aby organization in the parade, which shows there is good 
material in the reginient if properly managed. On this 
account we hope that a good colonel may soon be found, 
and that the resources of the regiment may be fully davel- 
oped in the new Armory, which is now fast approaching its 
completion. 

To the 4th brigade was attached the Tibbit’s Veteran Corps 
of Albany, an organization which has lately left the National 
Guard, and now like the Old Guard forms an independent 
corps. Asan outside organization we will be lenient on 
their white bearskin hats and superanuated appearance, 

The 3d brigade was commanded by Col. James McLeer 
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of the 14th, who, as be dropped the reins to lift his hat with 
his left land, the only one remainiog, was received with 
vociferous shouts of applause, and passed the stand with 
his steff in a handsome manner, when the horse of Surgeon 
James Watt, of the 3d brigade staff, fellon the now dan- 
gerously slippery pavement and threw his rider, but fortu- 
vately without any serious result. The horse was caught 
immediately, the rider rose and resumed his seat as if noth- 
ing bad happened.

Its appearance 
jin State uniform and white helmets no doubt entitled it 
to every bit of favorable t best d upon it, but the 
regiment a mistake, in the first place, in wearing white 
belts at all, and in the second by adding a cross belt, which 
is not intended to be worn with the uniform. It is singular 
that regiments will commit these absurdities. This cross 
belt is ueither ornameptal nor useful, being only used to 
support the bayonet ecabbard, which sheuld be suapended 
from the waist belt. It adds uno harness to the 
outfit of the soldier, and if worn for any length of time will 
prove @ serious inconvenience by its pressure across the 
cheat, as is well known by those who can remember its use 
in the Army, where it has been done away with ever since 
the introduction of the McKeever cartridge box. By its in- 
troduction the 13th not only made a deviation from the dress 
prescribed by the State, but also a step in a retrograde direo- 
tion, which is con to its well established record. The 
introduction of the white cross belt is a decidedly ‘‘ milish ” 
feature. The regiment had evidently lost none of its dasb, 
and in a numerical point, 11 commands of 16 files, its ap- 
pearance was equally creditable. 

To the 14th, which passed under command of Lieut.-Col. 
Harry W. Michell, belongs the place of honor in the prc 
cession. It is the only regiment in the National Guard 
which bas a distinctive war record as such; a record so bril- 
liant and well known that it is not necessary here to specially 
refer to it. Its empty sleeves’ speak for themselves. 
The regiment appe in State service uniform, but still 
wore the old red caps under which its many gallant deeds 
during the war were performed, and, with 10 commands of 
12 files, was the recipient of a perfect shower of thundering 
applause. When Major Selden C. Clobridge’s horse ap- 
proached the spot where Dr. Watt's horse had fallen, it also 
slipped and fell on its side, and the mishap drew a cry of 
| anguish from the assembly of ladies on the stand. Al- 

though the horse landed flat, the rider was not thrown, 
and in spite of the fact that, like Col. McLeer, he is maimed 
by the loss of an arm, he was off and on his feet before 
the horse had reached the ground, and immediately re- 
sumed the saddie, amid the vociferous applause of the 
spectators. 

The 17th Separate Company, on account of some delay in 
receipt of the uniforms, did not make its ap and 
the 8d Gatling Battery having taken the rear of the entire 
procession, the 2d Division, and with it the National Guard 
port on of the parade, bere came to an end. 

Precedcd by a company of police, war veterans, under 
Capt. W. J. McKelvey, 16 files front, and marchiug very 
handsomely, the Society of the Army of the Potomac and iis 
invited guests, etc., now made their appearance. Conspicu- 
ous in one of the carriages was the handsome, imposivg 
figure of Major-General Hancock, passing along amidst a 
storm of applause, and bowing his acknowledgments right 
and left, hatin band. Accompanyiog him were Gen. Geo. 
W. Wingate and Col. J. P. Nicholson of Philadelphia. 

Among the members who paraded on foot many a distin-

ARTILLERY DRILL IN THE GUARD. 


Our oft repeated advice to train the troops, at least of 
the seaboard States, in the use of heavy artillery, is at last 
bearing fruit. If the camp ground at Peekskill were owned 
by the State, there should be a heavy battery erected there 
for instruction of all the troops ordered there, but it would 
not be wise to carry out such a project until the Legislature 
provides the money for the purchase of the camp site. 
Under these circumstances the readiness on the part of the 
State Adjutant-General’s Department in taking up and sup- 
porting the proposition of Col. Jones, to take the 12th into 
camp at one of the 0. 8. forts, shows that they are anxious 
at Albany to transform the Guard into soldiers, and their 
prompt action in this matter deserves the hearty support of 
the Guard, as well as its friends. The problem of bringing 
the troops of the General and State Governments into closer 
contact is just at present earnestly considered by officers of 
all the branches of the military service, and as a means to 
this end an encampment of the sort proposed is invaluable. 
The Army authorities have of late evinced more than ordi- 
nary interest in the improvement of the militia, and all 
possible facilities have been afforded those who were de- 
sirous of availing themselves of the means disposable to 
this end. : 

It is intended that this camp of the 12th shall be one of 
instruction in the fullest sense of the term, and every means 
to this effect will be utilized. General Farnsworth bas, 
therefore, not ouly asked the Adjutant-Geveral of the Army 
for the support of officers and men of the Artillery as in- 
structors, but ammunition for target practice with heavy 
guns has also been applied for, and the request will, doubt- 
leas, be granted. The disposition of the Officers of the line 
is as generous towards the State troops as that of the Gen- 
era) Staff of the Army, and in view of this fact the week's 
sojourn of the 12th among the Regulars will, doubtless, 
prove more than ordinarily interesting as well as instructive. 

While thus the interests of the foot troops are looked 

after, it is equally gratifying to see that the mounted branch 
is not neglected. The efforts to secure a regular battery of 
artillery as an example for the State batteries in the coming 
encampment at Peekskill have proven successful, and Light 
Battery F, 5th U. 8. Artillery, from Fort Hamilton, Captain 
W. F. Randolph, will serve at Peekskill during the camp of 
the State batteries. Considering the limited facilities for a 
proper training of light artillery (men as well as horses) in 
volunteer organizations, the unavoidable inferiority of their 
mounts, the task of these batteries will not prove an easy 
one ; on the otber hand, the rare spectacle of a light artul- 
lery brigade will prove as great a novelty tothe Regular as 
well as the State troops, and if the latter prove sufficiently 
well trained to mana@uvre as a brigade, the benefits gained 
will be mutual, 

It is gratifying to note the deep interest evinced in the 
progress of the troops by the State authorities, and we 
heartily wish them success.

Every man has a right to his own opinion upon all matters, 
and the editor of an exclusively military journal certainly ought 
to be qualified to speak upon military matters; and his opinion 
ought to, and will, carry weight with it. But at the same time 
you ought to be fairto the Veterans, of whom you claim to be 
one, and your objections to the proposed bill upon sound 
mililary principles, aud vot condescend to ridicule and abuse ot 
your old comrades. Taking your article seriatim, the very first 
objection you make to the guition of the Vet as suldiers 
is that “ tueir avoirdupois centres in their stomachs rather than 
in their limbs.” (We let this pass, though a reference to our 
article will show that it is an entire misrepresentation of what 
we ssid, as is what immediately follows here.—Eprror.]

Your next statement is, the very true one, 
that the tion of colonel is one of responsibility, and that no 
man should be entrusted with that rank except those qualified 
to fulfil the duties in every emergency. Can you point to a sin- 

le Colonel of any Veteran Association who is net as fully quali- 

ed for bis command, as moat of the officers who signed the das- 
tardly circular to which you refer with approval ? Do you not 
know, as & matter of fact, that most of the officers of the ** Vets ” 
do not hold as high a rank as they held in the National Guard, or 
in the service of the United States? Can you point to a single 
instance where a man who “ has worried throagh his first enlist- 
ment as a private in the National Guard,’ became a Colonel ot 
Veterans, because he was a good fellow? And, finally, do you not 
believe that men who have seen active service in the field, or 
who have served from five to seven yearsin the National Guard, 
are quite aa capable of selecting the proper officers to command 
them in danger, as the boys who constitute a large majority of 
the present active regiments ? 

Your next statement that we are not qualified for the arduous 
Auties of active service, is simply “begging the question’ No 
one claims that we are, and the proposed ill does not contem- 
plate that we shall be subjected to long marches, exposure and 
privations. Weare simply to be used as “‘home-guard,” in the 
absence of the active regiments, to protect the property of the 
tate, and our own firesides in case of emergency. Are men of 
our mili experience, reputation and social position likely to 
prove less faithiul in the future, than we have in the past?

COST OF THE FRANOCO-PRUSSIAN WAR. 


Waen the Franco-German war was brought to a close. 
the French found that, in addition to a war indemnity of 
£200,000,000, etc., they would have to lay out £80,000,000 in 
replenishing the’r magazines, rearming their troops, and 
erecting new fortifications. Every year a large sum of money 
was voted, under the title of liquidation account, in com- 

ing the defences of the country. The £80,000,000 

been found insufficient, and £12,000,000 more will be re- 
quired. Next year the War Minister will ask for £4,000,000, 
and the remaining £8,000,000 will be demanded in the fol- 
lowing years. In the way of arms and ammunition, we find 
that over £40,000,000 has been spent during the last twelve 
years, and more than half that sum in fortifications, Outof 
the sum which remains to be spent, nearly £4,000,000 will be 
j,id out in arms and ammunition, and morethan £5,000,000 


on completing the system of fortifications. The next heaviest 
item is for clothing, which has cost over £8,000,000, and 
upon which more than another million is to be expended. 
These figures wi'l not astonish those who reflect on the large 
works with which France has been obliged to replace Metz, 
Strasburg, etc., the new forts round Paris, the improvement 
and rearming of old forts, andthe masses of men which 
with compulsory service have to be armed and clothed.— 
Army and Navy Gazette. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


Ir may not be generally understood what the appointment 
of a sub-lieutenant to the r°yal yacht Victoria and Aibert 
really means. A young officer with influence at headquar- 
ters—generally devoid of any other recommendation—is 
gazetted to the yacht. Within two months he is promoted 
to the list of lieutenants, over the heads, perhaps, of fifty or 
more of his seniors, and during the period that his name re- 
maius on the yacht’- books he is granted leave of absence! 
These appointments take place annually, and three have just 
been made. One of the favored trio goes over the heads of 
fifty-seven of his brothers; and another, ason of Sir A. 
Cooper-Key, passes over no fewer than seventy-five. It 
would be difficult, even in the navy, to point out a more 
ecandalous abuse of patronage than this.—London Truth. 

Exrermments with the Hotchkiss quick-firing guo for 
naval service, mounted on a pedestal, were made at Shoe- 
buryness, May 27, and it was found that the gun was capa- 
ble of being fired with aim once in every 444 sec. One 
hundred of these guns have been ordered for the English 
Navy. 

Ir has been decided to grant a medal to those who took 
part in the recent British operations in the Soudan, with two 
clasps for those who were present at both engagements. 

A sentes of experi ts, which cc ced last August, 
have just been concluded at Portsmouth, Eng., with a new 
Woolwich pattern torpedo. The new projectile is of the 
scme dimensions as that already in use, but is worked by 
more powerful « ugines, requiring a less consumption of 
compressed air, thus enabling the charge of gun-cotton to 
be nearly doubled, while an increased speed of six knots an 
hour is attained. At the final experiment 10 consecutive 
good shots were made at 600 yards, the torpedo travelling at 
the rate of 26 miles an hour. 

Tue Admiralty have ordered torpedo boats to be ready to 
accompany the Channel and Reserve Squadrons during the 
summer cruise, with the view of testing their sea-going 
qualities. 

Tux Viedomosti states that Sir E. Reed has sent to the 
Russian Admiralty plans for an ironclad superior to any 
afloat. 

Tue armament of the first French cruiser Sfar, launched 
at Brest, May 27, is composed of six 16-centimétre, ten 14- 
centimétre guns, and machive guns. Tho average speed is 
reckoned at 15 knots. The Stax willbe able to steam 11,- 
486 kilometres at the rate of 10 knots—that isto say, she 
will be able to go from Brest to New York and back without 
stopping. Her total cost is estimated at $1,000,000.
